For the gur poacs of school adminiatratjo n the Philippine Archi- 
pelago is diviiied-itito_tli irty-six adiool d iviBJons, besides those of 
the Moro Province, in each fi "■I'j'-h tlii; re La iTdivf Htnn superin- 
tendent of sch ools. These superintendents receive salaries ranging 
from $l,(iOO to $3,000 per annum, The__tw o technica l schools of 
the Gov ernm e nt — the Philippin e Norm al Sc hool and the Philippine 
School of i^rfa cin/i Triiijf)^ — havp aiip pHntpnilpnta whose statu* 
la the same as th at of superjc tenilents of school divisions. 

The Bureau employe and pays the salaries of 795 American 
teachers. The salaries of these teachers range from $900 to 
$2,000, the mean compensation being $1,:)00; there are, however, 
above this figure, 313 positions. Promotions are made bj the 
Dire ctor o f Ed ucation , subject to the a pproval of the Swrptary 
of Publ ic Instruction , uhenevcr the merit of a teacher become* 
conspicuous and there are vacancies in the better paid positions. 
In addition to the Am eric.in teachers there are 50 Insular Fili- 
pino teachers, «'lio are paid by t hs ln ^mTar i]f,Y ernme lH''Wtlariea 
rangin^trom $240 to $000 per year, and 0,211 Filipino municipal 
teachers, appointed by division superintendents under regulations 
of the Director, who arc paid from the school funds of the munic- 
ipality in which they teach. These teachers receive at the preaent 
time an average compensation of about PIB.60, Philippine cur- 
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rency monthly In addition ta these teachers there are about 
GOO aspirantes or apprentice teacliera engaged in teaching 
In some casi's these apprentice teachers recciie nominal pa; but 
in most cases th ir services were unreniunernted except by the

The work of the Ameucan teacher is mainly of two kinds first 

supervising school distntts second teaching in intermediate or 

high schools or in one of tl e two technical scl ools These 

schools are usuall} situated at the capitals of the provinces

Tlie ivork of school district supervising, however, U pursued 
under very different coniiitions. The teacher usuallf lives alone 
in a town separated by some inilps from other communities, and 
-very frequently lie is the only American resident in a larpe area. 
As supervising teacher, he is the representative of the division 
superintendent in the district. He must consult tactfully and 
helpfully with the municipnl president and council, present the 
school needs of the locality to this body, and obtain their coopera- 
tion and municipal support. His relationship with the people 
of tile town must be kindly, helpful, and above reproach. He 
'has under him a corps of native teachers of from nix to thirty, 
whose work he Inys out and wliom he constantly visits and assists 
in its dischnrgc. He has the task of organizing new schools, 
c^pccinDy in linmlets known as "barrios," which are separated 
from the town centers. A large percentage of the time of the 
supervising tenchpr is spent in school visitation, traveling some- 
times on foot or by horse and vehicle, and sometimes by banca 
or canoe. As n part of their duty, these teachers have to acquaint 
Iheni'ielvea thoroughly with the geography of their districts. 
They nm?t know every hamlet and road, anij must thoroughly 
understand the social composition of the community where they 
are working. This is work which can obviously be accomplished 
only by a man. For thi^i reason, the great majority of the teach- 
ing force is compoaod of men. In many cases, however, a man 
and wife are assigned together in a town, the man carrying on 
the work of supervision and the woman the instruction of the 
advanced classes in the central municipal school. 

Most of these teachers rent their on'n homes in the town 
centers, having their own establishments and servants, which can 
be maintained at an expense somewhat in excess of that in the 
United States. At other times the American teacher, if alone, 
boards with some Filipino family. Tlie actual and necessary 
traveling expenses of the supervising teachers incurred in the 
performance of their work are paid for by the Bureau of 
Education.
